NEW YORK, (NEA) — Lelia 


West is a very lovely girl with rich 
blue eyes, a neat figure and a soft 
Tennessee drawl. And there was a 
time she wished she was dead. 

"I don't like to talk about that 
time," she says. "Its as if I were 
talking about a different person. 
But—" 


Lelia West was born with her 


legs crushed. They were so badly 
deformed that the soles of her feet 
were twisted around and faced up- 
ward. Her legs were so short that 
when*she was fully grown she 
stood just a few inches over four 
feet. 


But she learned to walk, after 


a fashion. Of course, her childhood 
wasn't pleasant. Play with other 
children was out of the question. 
Doctors said they were sorry, but 
nothing could be done.

She went into a shell. She found 


refuge in books, but riot too much 
refuge. For years, she refused to 
look in a mirror—she didn't want 
to see what she knew it would 
show. She did all her shopping by 
mail. She wore only cut-down 
slacks, no dresses. She didn't have 
much to live for. 


One day, when she was in Cali- 


fornia studying music, a child 
pointed to her in the street. 


"Look, mother," said the child, 


"there's a midget!" 


For Lelia West, that did it. She 


decided she had to do something, 
so that nobody could ever call her 
a midget again. At first, she des- 
perately thought 
of strapping 


wooden blocks on the bottom of 
her pitiful legs. Then a nurse said 


she should have them aogmtated 
and get artificial ones.

She did. And the real Lelia West 


came to life. In the first glory of 
her new mobility, she enrolled in 
courses for dancing, walking, pos£ 
ture and everything she'd ever 
dreamed of doing. 


It took her a long time to master 


the art of walking on two artificial 
limbs. She continually made ad- 
justments and improvements in 
her legs, until she could do almost 
everything. She ran for busses, be- 
came a dancing teacher, played 
golf and tennis—and nobody could 
tell. 


She held down different jobs^ 


but gradually an idea formed. 
People who'd had artificial legs 
for years and could barely get 
around on them came to her for 
help. She taught them how to ad- 
just the limbs and how to use 
them properly. She decided to 
make such work her career. 


With the help of wealthy John 


Hay Whitney, she set up a "studio- 
workshop for balance and co-ordi- 
nation." It's a small place. On* 
room, the studio, has a set of prac- 
tice stairs, practice handrails for 
walking, and a special couch for 
practice sitting and rising. And 
there is a workshop where a limb- 
maker makes and adjusts artificial 
legs.

.Her clients are people from 


three to 70. She guides them to 
perfection in living on one or two 
artificial legs. Sometimes tighten^ 
ing a bolt, or bringing the leg* 
closer to the stum-p, or some other 
simple adjustment will be of help. 
Occasionally, a new limb must be 
made. 


Lelia West helps them to walk 


and run and dance. She counsels 
them on things like what shoes to 
buy, which is something she 
learned through experience. For 
women, it seems, pumps are ,too 
heavy. She herself bought 12 pairs^ 
of wrong shoes when she first go™ 
her legs. 


Clothes, especially for female 


amputees, are a problem. Skirts 
have to be loose. The "new look" 
was a break for them, as the long 
skirts hid the mechanism around 
the knee. Men have no problems 
of this sort. 


, She says she's yet to meet an 


amputee client she couldn't help. 
She's a pretty good object lessors 
of her own ability.

Writer Views

Army as Wise 


By DEivrrr MACKENZIE 


AP Foreign Affairs Analyst 
The American sponsored project 


for the creation of a United Na- 
tions army to combat aggression 
is a tacit admission that the time 
hasn't yet arrived when peace can 
be maintained by moral suasion. 


That will come as a bitter blow 


to the exponents of peace who 
have dreamed 
that 
the U. N. 


would be the immediate forerun- 
ner of "One World" in which man- 
kind could live in harmony. 


I'm one of those who believe 


that human nature can be chang- 
ed—but it's going to take some 
doing. Meantime we must have 
some agency to compel peace. 
This means the use of force, or 


the display of sufficient force to 
deter aggression. 


Supplementary Unit 


That's the background of the 


U. N. proposal to recruit a volun- 
teer international army to com- 
bat aggression anywhere in '-he 
world. This "United Nations Le- 
gion" would supplement units of 
national armies 
which member 


countres are being asked to assign 
to the United Nations. 


It would do away with the diffi- 


culties involved in raising the U. 
N. Korean contingent to supple- 
ment American strength. It would 
make the U. N. army a truly in- 
ternational force. 


Now of course there is no idea, 


so far as has been disclosed, to 
create any U. N. force powerful 
enough to employ against one of 
the militarily great powers. That 
would be an absurdity. Rather it 
will be intended for use to prevent, 
or to halt, war between lesser na- 
tions. 


Could Lead to War 


As a specific example we have

dispute between the sister nations 
of India and Pakistan over pos- 
session of the princely state of 
Kashmir. This quarrel could lead 
to a war which might easily 
spread and involve other countries. 


Britain and the United States 


have proposed that the United Na- 
tions send a military force to oc- 
cupy Kashmir. They figure that 
with such, an occupation the dis- 
pute could be settled outside a 
battlefield. 


So I believe that exponents of 


peace should take encouragement, 
rather than discouragement, from 
this idea of creating an interna- 
tional army. The mere fact that 
the nations of the world are con- 
sidering such a project shows that 
we are on the right road.

TON! RIFILl 
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Dulles Has Done Much to 
Put Japan on Our Side 


John Foster Dulles has just given his country and the 


world a superb demonstration of capable diplomacy at work. 


With very little fanfare, he went out to the Far East to 


talk about a Japanese peace treaty, not only affecting Japan 
and the U. S., but Australia, New Zealand and the Philip- 
pines. 


When he came back, he brought the draft of a peace 


document acceptable in its basic terms to the United States, 
Japan and our principal Pacific allies. In other words, he 
has achieved the biggest single forward step toward a treaty 
since World War II ended. 


This job was accomplished by Dulles and whatever staff 


he may have used. There were no widely heralded peace con- 
ferences in gilded government halls. There was no protracted 
wrangling over terms. 


If the draft now on the table can be put into final form 


without losing any of the excellent harmony which exists 
among the prospective signatory nations, then before too 
many months have passed we should be formally at peace 
with Japan.( 


It is notable that this country and the others involved 


proposed to move toward a final settlement in the same way 
they have proceeded thus far: using normal diplomatic chan- 
nels. Once again, therefore, the too often fruitless big con- 
ference will be avoided. 


Russia, of course, has no part in these negotiations. The 


Kremlin has blocked every attempt to attain a Japanese set- 
tlement. If it were now invited to participate, it would sim- 
ply sabotage' the discussions by raising impossible demands. 


East-West relations in Asia have deteriorated too much 


for the Soviet Union even to be considered. The only issue 
hi the Orient is how to resist marauding communism, not 
how to negotiate with it. 


The fact is reflected in the terms we and the Japanese 


are agreed to in the treaty draft brought back by Dulles. 
Of their own will, the Japs wish to accord us bases for our 
armed forces in the Japanese islands. This means that 
Japan is definitely aligned on the side of the West, indeed, 
considers itself virtually within the American orbit of de- 
fense. 


It is heartening to find this positive, hopeful element in 


an area so confused and generally discouraging as the Far 
East. Japan's industrial might is a key factor there; wisely 
employed it can do much to lift up the whole of Southeast 
Asia. But in Communist hands it would be a strong lever 
pushing the region toward Red oblivion. 
•* 


A formal treaty with Japan crystallizing this hopeful 


relationship is earnestly to be desired. For this crucial part 
hi bringing such a treaty nearer reality, Dulles deserves the 
warm thanks of every American and every free man 
throughout the globe.

Learning Difference Between Germ and Virus 
Will Help You to Understand Medical Advice

Both germ and virus diseases 


are frequently discussed in this 
column and therefore today's first 
question is important. 


Q—What is the difference be- 


tween a germ and a virus?' 


—T. S. 


A—Briefly and somewhat in- 


completely, a germ refers to a 
small living organism more or less 
between a plant and an animal 
called a bacterium. 
There are 


many varieties, but they can be 
seen under an ordinary micro- 
scope when they are stained, and 
can be grown artificially. A virus 
is too small to see under the usual 
microscope (though viruses vary 
widely in size) and can be grown 
only in living tissue like that of 
an egg yolk. There are other dif- 
ferences but these are among the 
most important.

WASHINGTON, (AP) — It's an 


old Washington cry—"I wonder 
how long he'll last"—when a new 
man comes into take a big govern- 
ment job.

supplies if an enemy should drop 
bombs in Illinois are being worked 
outlay state civil defense planners. 


Maj. 
Lenox R. Lohr, state di- 


rector, said yesterday such sup- 
plies as medicine, fo«d, clothing, 
bedding shelter material, 
road- 


clearing machinery, trucks and 
automobiles would be high priority 
for care of casualties, evacuees and 
other homeless victims. 


He said both retail and whole- 


sale merchants throughout the 
state will be asked soon to make 
up inventories of such essential 
supplies. 
Details of the system 


will be worked out by prominent 
commercial figures from key Illi- 
nois cities. 


Lohr explained that the inven- 


tory is required to meet the pro- 
visions of a proposed "quick-tak- 
ing" law now before the state leg- 
islature. 


The measure, he added, would 


allow requisitions from stores or 
warehouses by civil defense direc- 
tors of any supplies necessary for 
relief, not only in the immediate 
area but from other points. Com- 
pensation for any requisitioned 
supplies would be made by the 
state or federal government.

The fire 
threatened to destroy vital rec- 
ords, then water threatened to 
drown them; after that, mold from 
the humidity almost rotted them.

CHICAGO, (AP) — An extra 


hour of sleep may mean the differ- 
ence between a traffic accident 
and a safe trip, says Dr. W. A, Eg- 
gert, chief psychologist for the 
Kemper Insurance Group.

vey that a driver who sleeps seven 
hours or less a night is inviting 
trouble. On the other hand, his 
research indicates that the acci- 
dent free driver averages eight 
hours or more sleep per night. His 
findings were based on a year-long 
study of industrial drivers.

Miss Patrick said today forms 


for this chart are being prepared 
by the chamber of commerce. A 
recent outline of the procedure to 


follow provides that the OPS will 
not furnish the form. 


The forms for preparing the list 


will, be ready either Saturday or 
Monday, Miss Patrick said. They 
may be obtained by calling, at the 
chamber office. 


Must Keep Records 


According to the OPS the retail- 


er mubt have on hand all his. rec- 
ords for the "list" day, Feb. 24, 
before preparing his chart. If the 
store was not open that day the 
record can be taken from- the first 
day immediately preceding Feb. 24 
that his store was open. 


He then looks at the numbered 


categories of goods based on a

vided by the OPS. In the first col- 
umn of his pricing chart he lists by 
number each category of goods 
that he sells. 


Then Invoice Cost 


Opposite each category in an- 


other column he lists the net in- 
voice cost after all discounts to 
him for each item in the category. 
Then in a third column he lists 
opposite each net cost the price 
at which he offered the item for 
sale Feb. 24. This is his ceiling 
price under the regulation for all 
goods in the same category which 
he receives at the same net cost. 


According to the OPS outline 


there will be many situations in 
which the retailer receives goods 
at net costs different from those 
shown on his chart. This raises no 
difficulty since his chart will es- 
tablish average margins in each 
category, the outline claims. 


Whichever Is Lower 


If the cost of an item falls be- 


tween two costs on the retailer's 
chart, he finds his ceiling price by 
using the percentage mark-up on 
the next lower cost shown on the 
chart or his average mark-up for

Although the retailer must be- 


gin to use his chart not later than 
March 29, he has until July 1 to 
mark his goods with selling prices. 


Beginning on that date, the retail- 
er may not sell any article covered 
by the OPS unless it is marked or 
tagged with the selling price m a 
manner planly visible to and un- 
derstandable by the customer, the 
OPS warns. 


Items covered by the ceiling are 


clothing for men, women and chil- 
dren, including house dresses and 
work clothing, men's furnishings 
and women's and childen's small 
ready-to-wear items and accesso- 
ries. Fur garments are excluded.

Slayer of 
White House 
Guard Doomed 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 


little Puerto Rican Oscar Collazo 
has been doomed to death in the 
electric chair following conviction 
for murder during an attempt to 
assassinate President Truman. 


It took a federal court jury only 


an hour and 42 minutes yesterday 
to convict the 37-year-old Collazo 
on two first-degree murder counts. 
Each carries a mandatory sen- 
tence of death, although the for- 
mal sentencing was delayed. 


Collazo's companion in an at- 


tempt to storm Blair house last 
Nov. 
1 paid with his life on the 


spot. 


Both the first-degree murder 


counts against Collazo, 37, were 
based on Coffelt's death. He also 
ivas convicted of assault with in- 
tent to kill in the wounding of 
two other White House guards, 
Joseph H. Downs and Donald T. 
Birdzell. 


By its verdict the jury rejected 


Collazo's story that he and Tor- 
•esola merely wanted to stage a 
demonstration in behalf of Puer- 
to Rican independence and did not 
ntend to kill anyone. 


Collazo's case went to the jury 


at 2:30 p m. (CST) yesterday, 
the seventh day of the trial. Vig- 
orous knocking of the jury room 
door at 5:22 signaled a verdict 
lad been reached.

it Taxes can take three-quarters 
or more. 
They have to pay 10 


per cent to their agent and often 
five per cent more to a press 
agent. And there are dozens of 
other drains on their earnings. 


•Live Like Stars' 


2. Stars have to live like stars. 


There is no rule to this effect, 
but all of them live up to the 
standard that is expected of them. 
Many stars have known lean days 
and become extravagant when 
they have a chance to live "high 
off the hog." 


As a result, their expenses con-

sume their salaries and there is 
little or nothing left for savings. 
And the average professional life 
of a star is brief. Tycoons can 
make big money until 70. but a 
star is lucky to last 10 years. 


3. Stars sometimes make bad 


investments. 
The acting profes- 


sion is not noted for its stability. 
Very often stars can make poor 
decisions which can erase savings 
they may have accumulated.

price recoveries in the higher-cost 
steaks and chops. 


Weekend storms in the Midwest 


also tended to strengthen meat 
prices by delaying some ship- 
ments, wholesalers said.

In many marketing centers and 
seemed likely to climb a little 
more by the end of the week. 


Widespread advances in eggs of 


from four to as much as 10 cents 
a dozen were attributed to stormy 
weather and heavier buying by 
the military and by commercial 
and storage interests during this 
period of seasonal high production. 


In produce departments, lettuce 


moved higher pricewise as mar4 
kets finally got rid of surpluses 
which accumulated when the end 
of the rail strike released supplies 
tied up enroute to market.

Higher prices for canned citrus 


juices were foreseen when thdl 
Office of Price Stabilization an- 
nounced canners could add to their 
prices the increased cost of hand- 
ling fruit damaged in the recent 
Texas freeze. The order said the 
salvaged citrus fruit could not 
qualify for the fresh market and 
canners' costs would rise because 
it had to be specially inspected and 
packed. 


Leaders of the fiozen foods in- 


dustry, in a convention at Sanfl 
Francisco, predicted that frozen 
food prices at retail would nse 
about 15 per cent by mid-June be- 
cause growers were demanding 
more for their produce. Most fresh 
produce items still are selling be- 
low legal farm pnce limits.
